and otherwise, all going to show the humanizing, 
christianizing, and in every way reformat)'! in- 
fluences of institutions such as the one which it is 
now sought to establish near this city. The re- 
port stated the localities of seventeen Houses of 
Refuge iu the United States, which were engaged 
with most encouraging results in restraining ju- 
venile vice and turning depraved courses to ways 
of pleasantness and peace. From diflerent state- 
ments which have been published by the active 
manugeisof these institutions, it appears that not 
less than three-fourths of all who are commilted 
to them, go out from their walls, after the pre- 
scribed period of discipline and education, cured 
of the festering >■ ices that had caused their com- 
mitment. 

Tbe committee verj wisely favored the idea, that 
the institution to be established should be made 
to bear as little as possible the character of a 
prison, and as much as possible that of a Home — a 
home for the youthful, weak, erring, friendless, 
anJ mortally sick, wherein strength, and guid- 
ance, aud friendship, should be found, and a 
physician to minister to a mind and heart dis- 
eased. The opinion was expressed, and repeated, 
thut the location of the institution should be some 
healthy and accessible point in tne country, and 
that the employments of the youths committed to 
it, should be, as far as practicable, rural in their 
nature— au opinion iu which we wholly concur.
